Washingon, Nov. 12.— An appeal of Dr. Solf. foreign secretary at 
Berlin .for intervention by President Wilson 
for mitigation 
of 
the 
armistice terms to save Germany from starvation has been delivered 
by 
Minister 
Sulzer, of Swithzerland. 


The provisions of the wireless dispatch from 
Dr. Solf to Secre­ 
tary 
Lansing 
include: 
“ Convinced that the common aims and ideals 
of democracy, the German government has addressed itself to the U n it­ 
ed States with tile request it re-establish peace . This peace was for 
the principles the president always has maintained. 
The aim was to 
be dissolution of all questions in dispute followed by a permanent re­ 
conciliation of ad nations. 
Furthermore the president declared he did 
not wish to make w ar on the German people and did not wish to im ­ 
pede its development. 


After the blockade the conditions, especially surrender of means 
of transport, and the sustenance of the troops th at occupation would 
make it impossible to supply Germany with food 
and 
would 
cause 
starvation of millions of men, women and children, all the more if the 
blockade would continue. 
W e had to accept the conditions, but it 
is desired to call the president’s attention 
to 
the 
fact that 
enforce­ 
ment would produce on the German people unending 
hardships 
and 
would not be in keeping with the guaranteeing of a just and durable 
peace.

"T h e armistice being concluded, the German 
government requests the president of the United States to arrange 
for opening of peace negotiations. 
For the purpose of th eir accele 
ration the Germans hope to take in a preliminary peace, ask at w hat 
place and time the negotiations m ight begin. 
As there is a pressing 
danger of famine, the German government is anxious there be not the 
slightest delay.”

Nothing could be more difficult 
than to describe the* city of Lon­ 
don . It would 
be 
comparatively 
easy lo tell of such a city as New 
York with its Fifth 
avenue 
and 
Broadway, or Chicago, 
in 
which 
S tate street and Michigan boule-i 
card figure largely, 
but 
London,) 
the London of Piccadilly Circus and 
Leicester Square, as people know 
it in the states, beggars description. 
Nor is it because of the fact that it 
is “the wonderful city.” 
As a m a t­ 
te r of tact it is much less wonderful 
I hail 
one 
would imagine. 
I pre­ 
sume that the appreciation of the 
city is a growth, for old Londoners 
and those who have lived here for 
years think that it is not to be out - 
done by any city of the world. 
It isn’t particularly 
gay 
unless 
colors m ake gayness. 
It is true 
that it is a mass of colors in these 
times. 
Soldiers in khaki and blues, 
women “land soldiers”
